1 . This communication is in response to amendment filed 8/29/08. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Claims 1-3, 16-31 , 51-59, 69-85 and 87-88 are withdrawn from consideration. 

3. Claims 32-50, 60-68 and 86 are new and under examination. 

4. Amendment of claims 32, 41 and 60 is acknowledged. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Rejection of claims 32-50, 60-68, 83 and 86 under 35 USC 1 1 2(first) is 
withdrawn. 

9. Rejection of claims 32-50, 60-68, 83 and 86 under 35 USC 1 1 2(second) is 
withdrawn. 

1 0. The pending claims have been evaluated in context of new guidelines of a 
statutory process under 35 USC 101 which in essence requires the process of the 
claimed invention must (1) be tied to a particular machine or apparatus or (2) transform 
underlying subject matter (such an article or materials) to a different state or thing. 

[In re Bilski, No. 2007-1130, slip op. (Fed. Cir. Oct. 30, 2008), the en banc court held that any process, 
including a business method, is eligible for patent protection only if it is tied to a particular machine or apparatus or 
transforms a particular article into a different state or thing.] 
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Note: The examiner requests that the withdrawn from consideration be 
formally cancelled to expedite the prosecution. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
11. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 32-50, 60-68 and 86 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

The stated claims do not meet the statutory requirements under 35 USC 101 
because the process is not tied a particular machine (a machine that performs specific 
process function). 

Exemplary claim 32 recites providing a database, administering client deposits to 
and withdrawals from, determining net transaction, depositing funds to or .., receiving 
interest, distributing the interest and updating the database are all interpreted as 
performed manually or by human entities. 

Other independent claims are likewise contain similar deficiency. 

The dependent claims do not resolve this deficiency. 

Therefore, all pending claims stand rejected as directed to non-statutory subject 
matter. 
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The applicant request that any amendment to the claim be supported by and 
consistent with the original specification and that the applicant point out as such.
